'The  Danube  Basin  area  sowed  17,559,000  acres  to  wheat  in  the  fall 
of  1930,  against  18,067,000  acres  in  1929,  according  to  a  mailed  report 
of  January  2,  1931  from  Agricultural  Attache'  L.  G-.  Michael  at  Belgrade. 
If  the  usual  rate  of  spring  seeding  is  practiced  in  1931,  the  Danube 
Basin  will  seed  about  1,900,000  acres  of  spring  wheat.-   That  figure  would 
bring  the  total  Danubian  wheat  acreage  for  the  1931  crop  up  to  about  19,- 
459,000  acres  against  some  19,592,000  acres  for  the  1930  crop.     The  crop 
for  the  1931  harvest  was  se?ded  under  favorable  conditions  except  in  south- 
eastern Rumania,  where  the  ground  was  too  dry  to  be  properly  worked.  Else- 
where the  autumn  of  1930  in  the  Danube  Basin  was  worked  with  sufficient 
rainfall.     Trie  crop  germinated  well,  and  was  in  good  condition  when  the 
snow  came0     In  the  southern  areas,  however,   the  snow  cover  has  been  light 
and  generally  wet,  with  somp  likelihood  of  damage  from  freezing  and  thawing.

Southern  Hemi sphere 

Daring  December  weather  conditions  were  unfavorable  for  the  harvest 
of  wheat  in  Australia,  reports  tie  International  Institute  of  Agriculture, 
Heavy  rains  and  some  hail  have  been  reported  for  New  South  Wales,  Victoria 
and  Western  Australia.     Wheat  yields  will  probable  be  affected  by  lodging 
of  the  crop  and  shedding  of  grain  in  Hew  South  Wales  end  Victoria;  some 
bleaching  has  also  been  reported.     The  outlook  for  the  cereals  in  South 
Australia  is  about  normal.

Europe 

Business  generally  was  limited  on  European  wheat  markets  during 
theweek  ended  January  16,  Fort  Belgium  was  fairly  active,  according  tc 
Mr.  Stecrc  at  Berlin.    Buyers  were  paying  good-prices  for  hard  winter 
and  Danube  wheat.    Holland  markets  are  rather  dull  with  a  further  in- 
crease in  stocks  at    Rotterdam.     On  January  1,  wheat  stocks  at  most  of 
the  leading  continental    ports  totaled  more  than  double  those  of  a  year 
earlier.    Eastern  markets  arc  more  active,  especially  rye.      The  spot

$1.64.  on  January  lU  as  compared  with  $1.62  on  January  7»    Grain  pro- 
curings  in  Russia  up  to  January  5  were  reported  at  90.' 7  Por  cent  of 
the  yearly  plan,  with  procuring -of  individual  peasants  below  the  total 
procurings.

Sales  prospects  for  American  flour  were  favorable  in  Tientsin  early 
in  January,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  Consul  General  Gauss  at  that 
port.    Tne  local  flour  market  gained  more  strength  during  December  than  was 
anticipated.    Reduced  supplies  of  domestic  wheat  developed  as  the  freez- 
ing of  canals  stopped  movements  from  the  interior,  which  indicates  a  proba- 
ble reduction  in  local  mill  activities  after  the  end  of  January.    The  sup- 
ply of  local  wheat  is  expected  to  be  reduced  until  navigation  reopens  in 
the  spring.     It  is  reported  that  the  foregoing  conditions  have  resulted 
in  Tientsin  flour  importers  placing  orders  in  the  United  States  for  about 
400,000  barrels  for  February  delivery.     It  appears  to  the  Consul  General 
reasonable  to  assume,  however,  that  if  flour  prices  stiffen  in  the  United 
States,  and  the  value  of  silver  continues  to  decline,  the  local  market 
for  American  flour  will  be  adversely  affected,  with  slow  sales  resulting 
during  the  period  of  readjustment. 

Arrivals  of  wheat  flour  in  Tientsin  during  December  from  the  United 
States  reached  81,500  barrels;  from  Canada,  30,500  barrels;  from  Japan, 
59,000  barrels;  and  from  Shanghai  mills,  100,000  barrels,  making  a  total 
of  271,000  barrels.    Customs  clearances  from  abroad,  not  including  Shanghai, 
reached  231,500  barrels  in  December.     Total  local  mill  production  in  that 
month  stood  at  185,000  barrels.     January  1  stocks  at  Tientsin  were  474,000 
barrels.    The  average  wholesale  prices  of  wheat  flour  ex-warehouse  at 
Tientsin  on  December  31  in  bags  of  49  pounds  net  in  terms  of  United  States 
currency  were:    American,  $3,30;  Canadian,  $3.02;  Japanese,  $3.03; 
Shanghai  mills,  $3.40;  and  Tientsin  mills,  $3.60. 

Wheat  prices 

During  the  past  week  May  futures  in  United  States  markets  have 
shown  a  tendency  to  rise.    The  close  at  each  of  the  principal  United  States 
markets  on  January  15  was  one  cent  above  the  price  of  January  8.  At 
Winnipeg  and  Liverpool,  however,  the  close  of  May  futures  on  January  15 
was  one  cent  lower  than  a  week  before.     The  spread  between  May  futures  at 
Liverpool  and  Chicago  continues  to  widen  with  Chicago  21  cents  above 
Liverpool  on  January  15.     These  trends  of  May  futures  were  not  reflected 
in  July  futures  prices.    July  futures  at  Chicago  and  Kansas  City  closed 
on  January  17  at  the  same  prices  as  those  of  the  two  previous  weeks, 
66  and  50  cents  respectively,  whereas  at  Minneapolis  the  close  of  74  cents 
was  one  cent  above  that  of  a  week  before.     July  futures  at  Winnipeg  and 
Liverpool  closed  on  January  17  at  57  and  64  cents,  respectively,  the  same 
as  the  close  of  a  week  before.    Cash  prices  of  practically  all  grades  of 
wheat  at  the  principal  United  States  markets  rose  slightly  during  the  week 
ending  January  16.     The  greatest  advance  was  for  No.  1  Dark  Northern 
Spring  at  Minneapolis  which  averaged  78.1  cents  for  the  week  ending 
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January  IS  as  compared  with  75.4  cents  for  the  week  previous.  The 
weighted  average  price  of  all  classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  was 
72.5  cents  per  bushel,  an  increase  of  1.8  cents  over  the  average  of  the 
previous  week.

Corn  ■ 

There  was  a  narked  reaction  to  cooler  weather  in  Argentina  during 
the  week  ended  January  12,  according  to  the  United  States  Weather  Bureau. 
The  mean  temperature  in  the  corn  zone  was  4°  subnormal,  while  the  pre- 
cipitation was  0.1  inch  above  normal.     Conditions  during  the  growing  season 
have  so  far  continued  favorable  far  a  very  large  crop  there  this  year. 

The  1930  production  of  corn  in  17  countries  so  far  reported  stands 
at  2,738,775,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  nearly  20  per  cent  from  the  produc- 
tion in  those  countries  last  year*    Both  the  United  States  and  the 
European  crops  turned  out  a  little  below  80  per  cent  of  the  1929  harvests.

Exports  of  corn  from  the- 'United-  States-,  the  Eariubian-  countries, 
Argentina,  and  the  Union  of  South  Africa  from  November  1  to  the  latest 
dates  available  total  56,371,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  16.7  per  cent 
over  the  shipments  during  the  sane  periods  of  the  preceding  year.  Exports 
of  corn  from  the  United  States  during  the  week  ended  January  10.  were 
negligible,  while  Argentine  shipments  increased  to  more  than  4,200,000 
bushels.

The  European  crop,  including  a  small 
decrease  in  the  earlier  estimate  for  Hungary,  is  11  per  cent  below  that 
of  the  same  countries  in  1929.

Exports  of  barley  from  the  United  States,  Canada,'  Argentina,  and 
the  Danubian  countries  from  July  1  to  the  latest  dates  available  total 
62,235,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  nearly  21  per  cent  from  the  shipments 
during  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year.    United  States  barley 
exports  during  the  week  ended  January  10  were  the  smallest  weekly  ship- 
ment since  June,  while  prices  advanced  a  little,  averaging  about  13  cents 
"below  the  corresponding  prices  for  last  year.    Exports  of  "barley  from 
Russia  for  the  six  months,  July  1  -  December  31,  1930,  amounted  to 
34,355,000  bttshels.      Exports  for  the  corresponding  1929  period  were  little 
more  than  6,000,000  bushels,  practically  all  of  which  went  out  in  December.

Lancashire  cotton  lock-out  extended 

The  lock-out  of  180,000  weavers  noted  last  T/eck  as  being  scheduled 
for  January  19  was  carried  out,  according'. tot  cabled  advices  of  that  date 
from  Agri cultural  Attache  Foley  at  London,    Additional  operations  ex- 
pected to  be  locked. -out  during  the  week  beginning-  January  19.      On  that 
date  no  new  hegotations  wore  pending  between  owners  and  operatives, and 
no  move  in  that  direction  appeared  possible  until  the  operatives  voted 
on  future  policy  at  meetings  scheduled  for  Saturday,  January  24„  Mr. 
Poley  reports  that  if  operatives  refuse  to  give  their  leaders  authority 
to  negotiate  further  there  is  every  prospect  that  the  lock-out  will 
extend  over  a,  considerable  period, 

Egyptian  cotton  ginnin^s  reduced 

It  is  estimated  that  964,000  bales  of  cotton  of  478  pounds  net 
have  been  ginned  in  Egypt  up  to  January  1,  according  to  a  cable  received 
by  the  Bureau-  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  P.  P.  N  orris,  Cotton 
Specialist  at  Cairo.     This  is  a  decrease  of  111,000  bales  or  10  per  cent 
under  the  1, 075 » 000  boles  ginned  at  the  same  date  last  year,  and  231,000 
bales,  or  19  per  cent,  less  than  were  ginned  up  to  January  I. of  1929.  Of 
the  total  ginning s  to  January  1,  224,000  bales  were  of  the  Sakellari ii s 
variety.     This  is  25,000  bales  or '2d!  per  cent  less  than  were  ginned  at  the 
same  date  last  season  and  145,000  bales  or  39  per  cent  less  than  were 
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ginned  by  January  1,  1929.%  The  ginnings  to  January  1  of  all  other 
varieties  is  estimated  at  #40,000  tales,  a  decrease  of  26,000  bales  or 
3  per  cent  under  the  quantity  ginned  at  the  same  date  last  season  and 
26,000  Dales  or  10  per    cent  less  than  were  ginned  "by  January  1  of  1929. 

Indian  cotton  crop  may  "be  small er 

The  picking  of  the  cotton  crop  is  Punjab,  India,  is  nearly  fin- 
ished, according  to  a  cable  received  by  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Economics  from  the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture 
at  Rome.      The  prospects  are  for  a  crop  either  normal  or  below  normal. 
Last  season  659,000  bales  of  47  o  pounds  net  were  produced  in  Punjab;  the 
Province  producing  on  an  average  of  about  12  per  cent  of  the  total  crop 
for  the  past  ten  seasons  and  the  range  has  been  from  f  per  cent  to  16  per 
cent  of  the  total  crop.      It  was  estimated  in  August  that  2,310,000  acres 
were  planted  in  Punjab  this  season  and  the  final  estimate  last  year  was 
2,496,000  acres.    About  ten  per  cent  of  the  total  acreage  in  cotton  is 
in  Punjab ^ 


TOBACCO 

G-ood  activity  in  Chinese  cigarette  industry 

Chinese,  cigarette  factories  are  more  than  seasonally  active  with 
operations  equal  to,  if  not  exceeding,  those  of  preceding  peak  periods, 
according  to  cabled  advice  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Uyhus  at  Shanghai. 
Somewhat  reduced  operations  by  foreign  companies  are  more  than  offset  by 
greater  activity  in  Chinese-owned  factories.     The  volume  of  sales  also  is 
high,  but  manufacturers  complain  that  existing  exchange  rates    have  materi- 
ally reduced  their  profit  margins.     The  tobacco  crop  of  Shantung  is  esti- 
mated at  close  to  50,000,000  pounds.     The  estimated  average  price  of  that 
leaf  is  the  ej<^Vwi'en£'1  of  >402b  cents  gold  per  pound,  which  is  somewhat 
below  that  of  a  year  ago.      Including  the  Ho  nan  and  An^i  crops,  the  1930 
output  of  native  flue- cured  leaf  appears  to  be  ah  out  20,000,000  pounds 
larger  than  in  1929.    Lev;  silver  exchange  and  plentiful  local  supplies  have 
forced  many  small  factories  to  use  native  leaf  instead  of  their  normal  per- 
centage of  American  leaf.      The  use  ofAmerican  tobacco  ia  expected  to  in- 
crease when  native  supplies  go  into  cons'umption. 

Indications  are,  however,  that  the  consumption  of  American  leaf 
in  general  is  being  well  maintained  by  the  larger  Chinese  and  foreign 
manufacturers  who  must  use  American  leaf  to  maintain  the  quality  of  their 
brands.     Several  dealers  in  American  tobacco  report  good  business  despite 
the  unfavorable  exchange  conditions.     Stocks  of  American  leaf  were  not 
oppressive  around  January  15,  although  shipments  afloat  were  expected  to 
result  in  some  temporary  increase.     The  exchange  situation  continues 
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as  an  unfavorable  factor  for  the  future.  The  volume  of  cigarette  busi- 
ness, however,  and  the  more  or  less  indispensible  character  of  American 
leaf  suggest  that  imports  will  he  well  maintained.  Chinese  dealers  in 
raw  leaf  are  reported  as  not  anticipating  any  material  expansion  in  the 
acreage  under  native  leaf  for  the  coming  season.  The  lower  leaf  prices 
now  prevailing  and  the  high  cost  of  foreign  fertilizer  are  seen  as  important 
limiting  factors.- 


LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AID  WOOL 

Heavy  German  hog  slaughter 

About  452,000  head  of  hogs  were  slaughtered  at  36  points  in  Germany 
during  December,  according  to  preliminary  figures  cabled  by  Agricultural 
Attache  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin.      The  current  figure  compared  with  384,000 
head  slaughtered  in  November,  1930,  and  332,000  head  in  December,  1929*  The 
current  figure  is  the  largest  since  January,  1929. 

Public  wool  auction r-;  opened  at  Buenos  Aires 

Public  auction  sales  of  wool  were  inaugurated  at  Buenos  Aires  on 
January  14,  according  to  a  cable  of  that  date  from  Assistant  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Luedtke  at  Buenos  Aires.     She  sale  was  the  first  of  a  series 
to  be  held  at  regular  intervals  in  the  future  if  conditions  warrant  s,nd 
will  be  confined  to  southern  territory  wool.     Such  wool  consists  chiefly 
of  fine  wool  and  cros shreds.    A  total  of  ltd, 650  pounds  was  offered,  of 
which  amount  six  lots  of  fleece  wool  totaling  139,540  pounds  sold  at  8.4 
cents  to  10.2  cents  per  pound.     The .average  price  in  the  sale  was  9.3  cents 
per  pound.

Bradford  market  remains  quiet 

The  wool  market  at  Bradford  remained  unu.sur.dly  quiet  during  the  week 
ended  January  16  and  prices  for  tops  and  yarns  wore  slightly  lower  accord- 
ing to  a  cable  to.  the  foreign  Service  of  the  Bur  >?.u  of  Agricultural  Economics 
from  Consul  Edwards.    The  increase  in  the  Australian  rate  of  exchange  and 
the  uncertainty  regarding  the  financial  position  of  Tew  Zealand  and  Argentina 
are  said  to  be  contributing  factors  in  the  general  depression.    Prices  for 
64s  tops  declined  one  cent  a  pound  and  on  January  15  were  quoted  at  42.6 
cents  per  pound  while  60s  tops  remained    unchanged  at  24* 3  cents  per  pound. 
The  price  of  2 /48s  yarn  on  January  16  was  73.0  certs  per  pound,  a  decline 
of  two  cents  a  pound  since  the  previous  week,  while  2/32s  yarn  was  39.0  cents 
a  pound  compared  with  39.5  cents  a  psund  on  January  9.     There  have  been

South  African  fruit  crops  smaller' 

American  deciduous  fruit  will  meet  slightly  less  competition  in 
Europe  from  South  African  fruit  this  winter,  according  to  a  cable  dated 
January  17,  from  American  Agricultural  Attache  Taylor  at  Cape  Town.  Peaches, 
plums  and  pears  are  in  smaller  supply  than  last  year,  with  prices  higher, 
Crapes,  however,  arc  available  in- normal  quantities.    The  general  trend 
of  fruit  production  in  South  Africa  is  upward,  Mr.  Taylor  reports. 

Favorable  European  apple  market  prospects  . 

The  British  apple  market  outlook  for  the  remainder  of  the  season  is 
considered  favorable  and  satisfactory  prices  are  expected,-  providing  the 
supplies  are  kept  moderate,  according  to  Ered  A.  Motz,  Fruit  Specialist 
in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Service  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture.  He 
reports  also  that  prospects  for  American  apples  in  Continental  Europe 
appear  favorable  for  February  and  March. 


DAIRY  PRODUCTS 

United  States  no  longer  attracts  ITew  Zealand  butter 

Price  margins  in  favor  of  the  Hew  York  market'  in  early  November,  1930, 
were  sufficient  to  attract  attention  to  offers  then  being  made  of  New  Zealand 
butter' for  November,  December,  or  January  shipment.     Since  that  time,  sharp 
declines  in  domestic  prices  have  narrowed  the  margin  between  quotations  on 
New  Zealand  butter  in  London  and  comparable  grades  in  New  York  from  15  cents 
to  3  cents.     Cabled  information  from' Consul  C-eneral  Dye  in  Wellington  as  of 
January  19  confirms  general  information  to  the  effect  that  there  are  no 
shipments  of  butter  now  afloat  from  New  Zealand  'either  direct  or  on  optional 
bill  of  lading  to  the  United  States.      Shipments  afloat  as  of  January  17, 
totaling  32,676,000  pounds  were  all  for  the  United  Kingdom.     Offers  in  New 
Zealand  for  butter  f.o.b.  London  were  reported  by  Consul  Dye  as  being  made 
at  one  shilling  or  24.33  cents  per  pound.      Under  present  abnormal  exchange 
conditions,  New  Zealand  exporters  obtain  a  premium  equivalent  to  about  0.8 
cent    per  pound,  or  about  3.5  -per  cent  of  the  market  price.    Under  con- 
ditions existing  as  of  January  19,  New  Zealand  butter  would  cost  at  least 
39.5  cents,  landed  duty  paid  in  New  York.     Since  the  New  price  has  fallen 
from  that  level  when  first  offers  were  received  to  28  cents  at  present, 
such  trade  is  no  longer  in  prospect  in  the  near  future.     See  current  price 
table  on  page  113. 
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In  the  Mediterranean  Basin  a  tendency  toward  smaller  dried  fruit  and 
nut  crops  in  1930  as  against  1929  appears  in  the  fairly  complete  production 
estimates  now  available.     Important  exceptions  are  apparent  in  the  figures 
on  Greek  currants,  Erench  prunes,  Portuguese  figs,  and  the  filbert  crop 
in  all  "producing  countries  except  Spain.    Mediterranean  filberts,  almonds 
and  walnuts  compete  in  United  States  markets  with  domestic  crops,  with: 
respect  to  both  equality  and  quantity.     In  dried  fruit,  with  the  exception 
of  figs,  the  bulk  of  the  competition  with  .American  crops  comes  in  markets 
outside  of  the  United  States.    European  markets  absorb  an  annual  average 
of  more  than  three-quarters  of  the  United  States  dried  fruit  exports. 

Dried  fruit  crops 

Raisins  and  Currants 

The  total  production  of 'raisins  and  currants  in  the  Mediterranean 
Basin  for  1930  is  now:  estimated  at  218,400  short  tons  as  compared  with 
225,200  short  tons  during  1929.    This  represents  a  reduction  of  about 
8,000  short  tons  as  compared  with  the  1929  crop  and'  is  the  result  of  the 
smaller  raisin  crops  in  Spain  and  Turkey .  The  increase  in  the  Greek  cur- 
rant crop,  however,  made  up  to  a  considerable  extent  for  the  smaller  raisin 
crops  in  the  other  Mediterranean  producing  areas.     Stocks'  'of  raisins -in 
both  the  Valencia  and  Malaga  districts  of  Spain  are  small  and  considerably 
under  those  available  at  this  time  last  year.    The  'raisin  st'o'eks  in  Smyrna 
are  now  estimated  at  about  65  per  cent  of  those  available  at  this'  time  last 
:)  year.    Practically  the  entire  Greek  sultana  crop,  which  was  below  that  of 
1929,  has  been  sold.    Although  "retentions"  by  the  'Greek  Currant'  Office 
have  been  fixed  at  50  per  cent  compared  with  45  per  cent  'last  year,  the 
currant  crop  this  year  is  around  8  per  cent  larger  "than  in  1929.    Eor  that 
reason,  it  is  believed  that  present  stocks  are  slightly  above  'those  on 
hand  at  this  time  last  year. 

Prunes  "'''".. 

It  is  generally  agreed  that  the  1930  crop  of  primes  in  E ranee  was 
the  heaviest  since  .1923,  and  it  is  placed  at  13,000  short  tons  as  against 
4,100  tons  in  1929.    As  a  result  of  the  large  crop,  small  sized  fruit  pre- 
dominated.   The  very  large  fruit 9  such  as  30/4-0ls,  was  almost  non-existent, 
and  the  quantity  of  40/50'  e  and  50/60*  s  was  small.     Sizes  90/l00*  s  and 
lQC/llO's  and  120/130' s-,  however,  wore  plentiful.    It  is  stated  that  con- 
siderable quantities  of  these  have  been  exported  to  Germany.    The  1930 
exportable  surplus  of  dried  prunes  in  Yugoslavia  is  still  being  estimated 
at  7,7  00  short  tons  as  compared  with  13,200  short  tons  in  1929.  Earlier 
estimates  had  to  be  reduced  because  of  the  heavy  exports  of  prunes  in  the 
fresh  state.
